hatches. 

Such rettraints upon liberty have 
fometimes raifed a clamour amongit us, 
when the keel raked upon a thoal, or 
the current threatened to run us upon a 
rock, that has alarmed our Captain, 
and obliged the pilots to permit a few 
to come upon deck, and pais their me- 
fter: but to prevent their coming to an 
explanation Of their hard tate, and his 
own danger, with the Captain, the ca- 
bin-door, on all fuch occafions, was 
double-guarded by their tools; while 
they themfelves were perpetually initil- 
ling into the Captain’s head all the jea- 
loutics they could invent of the fidelity 
and abilities of thote few, whom neither 
oppreflion nor confinement could force 
into their meafures. “They reprefented 
them to be of a reftlefs and intriguing 
ipirit, and tor ever hatching fome tcheme 
to poifon the affections of his crew a- 
gainit him, only waiting an opportunity 
of throwing off their obedience to his 
authority, and of raiiing another cap- 
tain to the command of the O_v Enc.

HE prefent unhappy fituation of 
G. Britain with regard to the high 
price of grain of all kinds, has given oc- 
caflon to a gieat number of papers. In 
ram e of which itis endeavoured to be 
proved , that the feareity ts rather an are 
tiiciul than a realone; and remedies 
have been propofed in this view. On 
the other hand, it has been argued, that 
the fearcity is entirely owing to the fai- 
lak crop; and a vaitety of me- 
thods have been fuggefted in order to 
make this fatality lefs feverely felt. A 
uinniary Of what has been wrote upon 
both tides, may be ufetul to the public, 
A pamphlet was laf winter publithed 
in England; in which the author maii- 
tains, That the high prices of grain ar 
owing to a combination of the 
farmers, and millers, or corn-fadtors ; 
that they contract for large quantities, 
notexpoied to market, as the law di- 
rects; that the poor are prevented fromm 
purchaling corm ungrownd ; that the 
farmers tind it thew interehk to fell 
sho.ciale to the millers, wha can give 
ahgher price for wheat, becaufe they 
conot ule above twothirds of the lower. 
priced wheat, in what is called /acé- 
Jeur, by which means the poor have no 
opportunnty to purchate. He likewite 
Maintains, that the greater price the 
Miser pays tor his wheat, the greater 
advantage he has from the difpofal of 
hiemeal: and he computes, that a dex- 
while wheat is at the pre- 
ent price, May gain 40 per cent.; and 
i he has fix returns in the year, may 
MOLE his Capital 240 per cent. per an- 
ie remedies he propoles are, 
cor above aquanuty to be fpe- 
ied, fhould siold but in open miar- 
aud none famples;, that 
te al aithed, or at lealt be 
to infpection of parifh- 
oe and clerks of the market; that 
- not allowed to buy tll 
are fupplied; that they thall 
alowed to put large quantities of 
into their ttorehoufes without a 
mit from a magifrate.

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Another Englith writer imputes the 
high prices to the fame caufe, az. the 
farmers and dealers keepirg back corns 
from the market; and, 2. to the con- 
fumption by the diftillery and propofes 
asa remedy, that the imbargo on ex- 
portation [xvill. 567.) fhould be contie 
nued, and that the ufe of wheat and un- 
malted grain in ditilling thould be pro- 
hibited ull September neat. com- 
puted, that 445,000 quarters of unmalt- 
ed corn is annually in dillillng, 
which is a lofs of 140,cco |. yearly to 
the revenue. Ie is averred, that diftil- 
lers do not confine themielves to the 
wort kind of grain, but make ufe of the 
belt; and that hogs fattened by dittillers 
W: th are not fo wholefome a food for 
the navy, as thofe which are fed with 
corn even of the worit kind. 

In a paper printed here in January 
laft, (Ob <rvations on the grievances, &C. 
it is argued, ‘hat the increafe of agri- 
culture oceafioned by the bounty, has 
been fo great, that it is impoflible to be- 
lieve an unfavourable feafon alone can 
produce a great fcarcity ; that it will ree 
guire a very bad feaion to deflroy the 
jurplus; and that in moft parts of the 
country the crop 1756 was middling ; 
that therefore the extreme high prices 
which now prevail, muft be imputed to 
the practice of ingrofiing corn; and for 
proof of this the royal proclamation 
{xvlil. 501.) is mentioned ; that the in- 
groflers not only keep up their grain, 
but add to their flocks every day, by 
purchafing even in fmal] quantities from 
the farmers; that corn from the farmer 
to the confumer is no proper object of 
commerce, eipecially in times of dearth, 
becaufe the price mult be raifed by the 
nuinber of hands it paffes through; that 
the ingrofiers are now the only tellers in 
the country, and have thereby the com- 
mand of the market. ‘The remedies 
propofed by this author are, An inquiry 
mae the conduét of the corn-dealers : 

That the laws to pret vent ingrofling 
may be reviewed, and the execution of 
them made more certain end eficétual.

cleanfed ; fo that the timber itinks be- 
yond the power of remedy: and the 
brine they contain is polluted with the 
filth of pot-fcummings, urine, and G- 
ther naftincis of various kinds ; and has 
often been known to putrify in the 
backs even before it has been ufed. 
The offals are suffered to remain in the 
faughter houtes all they yield an into- 
lerable ftench; and fo putrify the air, 
that the freth-killed carcafes of the oxen 
and hogs are maaifeilly affected by it, 
even betore they are cold.

Thete armies he immediately put tn 
motion, in order to enter Bohemia all 
at one time, and furprife the -\ultriens 
before they were prepared. Hs plan 
had been kept an impenetrable fecret to 
the Tait, may, after it began to be car- 
ried into execution. Eis Majeily caufed 
part of his own army march towards I. 
pra; from whence his enemies judged, 
that thouch he deiigned to enter Bohe- 
mia with the armies commanded by 
Schwerin and Bevern, yet he did not 
propote to join them with his own. 
The Aufinans feeing the Prufiian troops 
thus divided, fent a confiderable de- 
tachment, under the comman: 1 of Gene- 
ral Aremberg rg, to oppote the body that 
was marching to Egra, ‘This was 
what the King of Pruflia wanted, 
that corps made a fudden motion to the 
left, by which the junction of Arem- 
bere’s detachment with the main body 
of the Aultrians was rendered very dif- 
hieult.
